TO RESCUE MOTHER JONES. 


900 Miners Threaten Force if She Is 
Not Set Free at Once.

DENVER, Col., Jan. 16.—Nine hundred | 
union miners in Fremont County an- | 
nounced to-night that unless the mili- 
tary authorities at Trinidad liberated 
Mother Jones in twenty-four hours they 
would set her free by force of arms. | 
This ultimatum came to Gov. Ammons 
and Gen. Chase from a meeting of strik- 
ers at Rockvale to-day. Nine hundred 
men attended the meeting and adopted 
resolutions demanding freedom for the 
aged woman labor leader. 

“The imprisonment of Mother Jones 
is unlawful.

dividuals affected or damaged by alleged 
restraint, and District Attorneys, to in- 
stitute proceedings under the Sherman 
law. The existing statute only allows 
the Attorney General to take such ac- 
tion. 

The S@nley bill would amend the 
second and fourth sections of the Sher- 
man law. In Section 2, which the Su- 
preme Court interpreted with the “ rule 
of reason,’ the words “in any degree’ 
are inserted so that the section would 
read: 

Every person who shall monopolize or 
attempt to monopollze or combine or con- 
spire with any other person or persons to 
monopolize in any degree any part of the 
trade or commerce amomg the several 
States, or with foreign nations, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on 
conviction thgreof, shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding $5,000 or by imprison- 
ment not exceeding one year, or by both 
said punishments, in the discretion of the 
court. 


Discussing his bill to-day, 
said: 

‘The most salient two features of that 
most remarkable act designated as the 
Sherman law are its universality and its 
brevity. It covers the whole field in a 
few sentences, like the Ten Command- 
ments. It has been repeatedly interpre- 
ted by the Supreme Court, which, ex- 
cept in the Standard Oil and Tobacco 
Trust cases, has strengthened the act

“In my opinion, Chief Justice White's 
j o! ‘reasonable’ restraint of 
trade in the Standard Ol case was 
obiter dicta, because that question was 
not raised by the pleadings, nor was it 
to the determination of the 
suit. In the opinion of many lawyers 
the Supreme Court so interpreted the 
Sherman law in thut opinion as to make 
it apply only to contracts which reason- 
ably or unduly restrain trade, 

‘Until the decision in the Standard 
Oil case any contract in restraint of 
trade was in violation of the act. The 
decisions had been uniform in holding 
that commerce should be absolutely un- 
fettered. and likening commerce to a 
stream that must neither be choked nor 
in any way. 

“To be effective as a criminal stat- 
ute especially the law must be so in- 
terpreted. To determine what Is rea- 
sonable or unreasonable restraint of 
trade would be to have as many laws 
as Judges, and leave the law in inex- 
tricable confusion and doubt. For that 
reason I have suggested in my bill an 
amendment to the law which would pro-

vide that all contracts that restrain in- 


terstate commerce of the United States 
in any degree must be considered as 
violative of the act. 

‘This proposed change in the law 
would not make it more drastic than it 
was before. It is a well known fact 
that the Sherman law was never en- 
forced by Attorneys General who doubted 
its efficiency. It was demonstrated in 
the Tennessee Coal & Iron merger that 
it was in the power of the Attorney 
General to sheath the Sherman law as 
a sword to render it absolutely impotent 
to prevent the formation of the most 
formidable monopoly. That was due to

ceedings in equity to prevent and restrain 
such violations. 

Such proceedings may ba by way of 
petition setting forth the case, and praying 
that such vialation shall be enfoined or 
otherwise prohibited. When the parties 
complained of shall have been duly noti- 
fied of such petition, the court shall pro- 
ceed as soon as may be to the hearing and 
determination of the case, and, pending 
such petition and before the final decree, 
the court may at any time make such tem- 
porary restraining order or prohibition as 
shall be deemed just tn the premises. 

Any person who shali be tnjured in his 
business or property or shall be threatened 
with such injury by any other person or 
corporation by reason of anything forbid- 
den or declared to be unlawful by thie act 
may bring suit in equity in any District 
Court of the United States in the district 
in which the defendant resides, or is found, 
to prevent and restrain violations of this 
act and’ for other appropriate relief,

OROZCO NOW SOUGHT 


Federal Authorities Seize Fugi- 
tive General on Texas Train 
—lUnder Indictment Here. 


LEWIS HITS BRITISH POLICY 


Senator at London Luncheon Flays 
Course That Incites Mexicans— 
Powers Not Pressing Wlison. 


SANDERSON, Texas, Jan. 16.—Gen. 
Ynez Salazar, commander of the Mex- 
fean Federal volunteers, who was driven 
out of Ofjinaga by the rebels, was ar- 
rested here to-day. 

He was found in a train bound for 
HWagle Pass, where he had intended to 
cross the river to join the Federal forces 
at Piedras Negras, Mexico. 

Sulazar was playing cards when 4ar- 
rested. He at once admitted his identity 
and was taken to Marfa to be put under 
bond for his appearance in Santa Fé, 
where he was indicted several months 
ago in the Federal courts on charges of 
conspiracy to smuggle arms and ammu- 
nition into Mexico. He was arrested in 
Hl Paso on that indictment, but for- 
feited his bond. 

If Salazar gets out on bond at Marfa, 
the military authorities are prepared to 
réarrest him and remove him to El Paso 
with the other Federal soldiers and Gen- 
erals who escaped to this country. 

The capture of Salazar, vho says he 
chose to risk arrest in this country 
rather than to fall into the hands of the 
rebels, convinced the suthorities that his 
Companions in the flight from Ojinaga, 
with the volunteer forces, Gens. Orozco 
and Coraves, with possibly other offl- 
oers, were hiding in Texas, and more ar- 
rests were expected. 

Salazar said, jokingly at first, that he 
thought Orozco had been killed at Oji- 
maga, but later he admitted that all the 
Generals had escaped. 

It seems that Salazar and Orozco, with 
@ Bmall command, after escaping from 
Ofjinaga, rode eastward along the Rio 
Grande until they reached a point on the 
border near Sanderson, where the rail. 
road is not far iniand. In the meantime 
a fictitious message had been sent tv 
Mexico City that the Generals were in 
the State of Coahuila, on their way to 
San Luis Potosi. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The arrest 
of Gen. Saluzar aroused much interest 
fin official circles here. Salazar was in 
command of rebel forces, fighting the 
Madero Government, two years ago, 
when Thomas Fountain, a native Amer- 
fcean gunner in the Federal Army, was 


put to death under the “ law of flight.”’ | 


Consul Letcher protested against in- 
jury to Fountain, and later a warning 
was issued by the State Department 
that the United States would hold the 
leaders of the Mexican factions per- 
gsonally responsible for injury to Amer- 
ieans. The defense was offered at the 
time that Fountain had become a Mex- 
jean citizen,

It was explained at the State Depart- 
ment to-day that when, several months 
ago, several European Governments an- 
nounced their purpose, in response to 
suggestions from the United States, to 
await the outcome of the President's 
Mexican policy, it was well understood 
that the nationals of the nations con- 
cerned could have no assurance from 
this Government of responsibility for 
their loans to the Mexican Government. 

Secretary Bryan in explanation of the 
attitude of the powers concerning the 
Mexican default of interest said to-day 
that the State Department was sending 
communications, whenever necessity re- 
quired, to the foreign Governments in 
regard to conditions in Mexico. Earlier 
in the week Mr. Bryan had said that 
the default by Mexico on interest pay- 
ment would make no change in the pol- 
icy of this Government toward Mexico. 
This has been the uniform reply to rep- 
resentatives of foreign Governments 
who have inquired on the subject. 

There was apparently some expecta- 
tion abroad that when Mexico failed in 
her financial obligations this Govern- 
ment would modify its policy. None, 
however, was contemplated, said Mr. 
Bryan to-day, and nothing had been 
said in any communications to other 
Governments that would suggest such 
a change. 

Speaking of the reports that Huerta 
had decided to send representatives ‘o 
see John Lind, the personal representa- 
tive of President Wilson, at Vera Cruz, 
Mr. Bryan said had no tnformation 
on the matter.

SAYED FOR LONDON 


'Office of Works Forbids the

| Destruction of Sir James 
Thornhill’s Residence. 


‘IS A SPLENDID EXAMPLE 


Contains Paintings Believed to be 
by Hogarth—Saved, Temporarily 
at Least, Under a New Act.

LONDON, Jan. 16.—Sir James 
Thornhill’s house, 75 Dean Street, Lon- 
}don, has been saved by the interven- 
[tion of the Office of Works, which 
publishes an official notice forbidding 
its destruction. 

The action of the Commissioners of 
| Works is taken under the authority 
| vested in them by the Monuments act, 
| passed in August last, but the present 
|is the first instance in which it has 
|been evoked for the purpose of pre- 
| venting the destruction of a building 
|of historic interest. 

| The act, among other things, is de- 
jsigned to prevent the exportation of 
historic relics to America or else- 
lwhere. The Government can place 
jany threatened monument of national 
\{mportance under the protection of 
‘the Commissioners, but the preserva- 
|tion order ceases to be effective after 
| eighteen months unless confirmed by 
| Parliament. 

| The act, however, does not apply to 
lany structure which is occupied as a 
| dwelling house by any person other 
i\than a person employed aS a@ care- 
taker thereof. It would seem, there- 
\fore, that the Commissioners would 
ibe unable to take action in the matter 
lof 75 Dean Street if the house were 
occupied as a dwelling house other 
| than by a caretaker. 

| While the preservation order is in 
force the monument must not be de- 
molished or removed, nor any addi- 
tions or alterations made without the 
consent of the Commissioners. 

By Section XII. of the act the Com- 
missioners are to prepare a list con- 
taining such monuments, the preserva- 
tion of which is regarded as of na- 
tional importance, and the owner of 
any monument included in the list 
must notify the Commissioners if he 
purposes to demolish or remove or 
structurally alter the same. 

No. 75 Dean Street is one of the 
best preserved and most fascinating 
relics of teorgian London. The 
building played an important part in 
the social life of London in the middle 
of the eighteenth century. According 
to an old local tradition it was the 
|residence of Sir James Thornhill, 
painter to George I. and father-in-law 
of Hogarth. This tradition is borne 
out by contingent pieces of evidence. 
The tavern across the road was the 
place where Queen Anne’s sedan-chair 
carriers waited for their mistress 
while she sat to Thornhill. Moreover, 
in the course of structural alterations 
made to the house in 1848, a visiting 
| card of Sir Isaac Newton was found 
| behind a marble chimney piece and 
| Sir Isaac is known to have sat to 
| Thornhill. 

Wall paintings in the staircase and 
| hall, representing the Renaissance 
colonnades with men and woren in 
the costume of the day looking down 
the low balustrade, must be 
| ranked among the most interesting 
decorative work of the period and 


| suggest, in spite of much subsequent 
retouching and repainting, the brush 
of no less an artist than Hogarth him- 
| self, especially in the painting of the 
figures which are obviously portraits 
and may include members of the 
Thornhill family. 


| DANIA SAFE AT HAVANA.

Reichstag Budget Committee Re- 
fuses Government Grant of $50,000.

BERLIN, Jan. 16.—The success of 
the Olympic Games in Berlin in 1916 
has been imperiled by what it is 
hoped may turn out to have been only 
a chance vote in the Budget Com- 
mittee of the Reichstag, which to- 
day rejected the proposal to muke a 
Government grant of $50,000 in sup- 
port of the games. The proposai was 
defeated by a combination of the Ro- 
man Catholic Centre, Socialist, and 
Polish members. 

The Centre Deputies opposed it 
on the ground that non-Prussian 
States could hardly be expected to 
finance a ‘‘purely Berlin enterprise,” 
and that the Reichstag had no right 
to vote Imperial funds for such a 
purpose. The Socialist representa- 
tives asserted that their party op- 
posed the grant because the German 
Olympic Committee was favoring the 
‘better class”’ athletic organizations 
and suppressing sporting clubs and 
Turn-Verein, made up of working- 
men. One of the unuttered reasons 
for the Socialist opposition is that 
the party is hostile to the “ Young 


Germany League,” which is taking 
an active part in the Olympic prepa- | 
rations and, it is alleged, was brought | 
into existence chiefly to make anti-| 
Socialist propaganda among the 
youth of the country.

It has an 
ideal factory downtown, where its work 
is done under ideal conditions by well- 
paid workmen. But when a lot of gar- 
ments are cut by its high-price cutter 
samples are sent on to a Rhode Island

State. 

‘* There the firm has high-salaried Su- 
perintendents, who are permitted to live 
in the prison, though as outsiders. They 
superintend the work, which forms the 

reater part of the output of the New 

fork house. It is done by the prisoners 
at a great profit to the firm. 

“This firm nominally has no connec- 
tion with the prison work. There are 
two or three firms on paper in whose 
names the work is done. Ask the firm 
to show you where its shirts are made, 
and it will take you through its New 
York factory with great pleasure, and 


|you will never know, unless you have 


|a chance to get on the under side of 


it, as I have, that the work was done 
by prisoners. This is good work for 
the prisoners, gives them a good trade, 
but it should be done for the benefit of 
their families.’’

HEAR GARMENT DISPUTE. 


Commission Listens 
Hourwich’s Defense. 


A bitter attack on the protocol, which 
has for three and a half years kept 
peace in the garment industry, was made 
at the hearing of the Federal Commis- 
sion on Industrial Relations in the City 
Hall yesterday by Dr. Isaac M. Hour- 
wich, the chief clerk of the Cloakma- 
kers’ Union, whose dismissal has been 
demanded by the Cloak Manufacturers’ 
Association and the International La- 


dies’ Garment Workers’ Union under 
threat of withdrawing from the protocol. 
Dr. Hourwich spoke for two hours at 
the afternoon session of the commis- 
sion, at which Mrs. J. Borden Harriman 
was Chairman. 

Dr. Hourwich's dismissal was demand- 
ed on the ground that he wag tempera- 
mentally unfit for the position, which 
called for a man of conciliatory mind. 

“IT want to make it perfectly clear 
that I am not & conciliator,’”’ he said. 
“My office merely called for my serv- 
ices when we decided to go to war. My 
deputies were the mediators, the concil- 
jators. Between April, 1911, and Dec. 
81 there were before the Board of Griev- 
ances 166 cases, while since I have taken 
office there have been only 18 cases, an 
average of one and a half a_ month. 
In view of the charges that I am a 
pugnacious person and the cause of all 
the trouble, y think that is a pretty good 
record.”’ 

Julius Henry Cohen, attorney for the 
Manufacturers’ Association, denied all 
the charges made by Dr. Hourwich, 
whom he alluded to constantly as a 
“temperamental individualist." 

“The protocol is not penfect,"’ he said, 
“but when you have a man who openly 
and publicly attacks the manufacturers, 
the union leaders, and the Board of Ar- 
bitration, of course it does not work.” 

At the morning session of the commis- 
sion Morris Silverman of the Executive 
Board of the Manufacturers’s Associa- 
tlon predicted the failure of the protocol 
if the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union withdrew as guarantor 
of the agreement. 

The commission will its 
hearings this morning.

Coroner Wagner, after a preliminary 
inquiry into the circumstances of the 
death of the railroad official, said yes- 
terday that he turned on the gas in 
his bathroom accidentally. The Coroner 
was unable to find any motive for sui- 
cide. In Mr. Lankford’s apartments yes- 
terday two round-trip tickets to At- 
lantic City were found, where he and his 
fiancée, Miss Helen Patterson, were go- 
ing on a honeymoon trip after their 
marriage, which was to take place to- 
ay.

All the club owners 
are offering more attractive terms to 
their players than ever before. A prom- 
inent baseball man stated yesterday that 
it was safe to say that major league 
players would receive higher salaries 
this year than ever before in the his- 
tory of the game. For fear that a 
player might be dissatisfied with his 
and jump to the Federai 
League, the elub owners have made the 
player’s contract this season unusually 
attractive, and, judging from the way 
that the players are falling in line, the 
threatened raid on the majors by the 
outlaws will prove to be a fizzle, So 
far they have signed only one or two 
men of moré than ordinary baseball 
ability.

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AEL DO NOT FAVOR 
STATE REGULATION 


Large Private Bankers Say 
There Should Be Difference 
in Classification. 


COMMITTEE HEARS MANY 


Department Store Bankers Would 
Welcome Remedial 
Legislation. 


The Senate Committee on Banks and 
Banking got suggestions at its hearing 
in the City Hall yesterday from small 
private east side banks and bankers 
and department store banks as well as 
from the largest banking houses in Wall 
Street. Private banking methods were 
discussed with a view to remedial leg- 
islation for State regulation of these 
banks to prevent a recurrence of the 
situation following the Henry Siegel & 
Co. failure. 

The hearing produced a great diver- 
gence of opinion and recommendation, 
although most of the bankers agreed 
that some sort of regulation or State 
supervision seemed to be necessary. 

Senator H. W. Pollock presided. Dan- 
iel P. Hays examined the witnesses. At 
the outset. commenting on an editorial 
criticism of the committee, Mr. Hays 
said no class of private bankers was to 
be exempt from examination by the 
committee. 

J. B, Greenhut of the Greenhut-Siegel 
Cooper Company, was first called. He 
said the banking department of his de. 
partment store was conducted by a cor. 
poration consisting of himself, B. 
Greenhut, Charles A. Cooper, and 
rome Siegel. He was unwilling to 
the cgmmittec, except privately, the 
number and amount of deposits in the | 


bank, but said the average deposit was | 
less than $500. He explained that the} 
banking business was entirel separate | 
from the business of the department 
store; that all the money was deposited | 
in State or national banks, or invested | 
in securities, railroad bonds, or commer- 
cial paper, and none of it in any busi- 
ness in which members of the firm were 
interested. Loans were very seldom | 
made to members of the firm, and then| 
always secured by collateral. 

Mr. Greenhut said the members of the 
firm were personally liable for the pro- 
tection of depositors, and that their 
assets would pay off the depositors in 
case of necessity. The bank at present 
paid 4 per cent, interest in semi-annual 
payments. Mr, Greenhut said he be-| 
lieved legislation should be enacted p Ite | 
ting private bankers under State super- 
vision, and that his bank was willing to! 
be so supervised. 

Jease 1. Straus of R. H. Macy & Co 
said the firm did not conduct a banking 
business, but received deposits from} 
customers of the store and paid 4 pe: 
cent. interest. 

“We announce to the public that we 
receive deposits to facilitate purchas- 
ing,”’ he said. ‘‘ We do not give the de- 
positora a book. They can purchase 
against their account, and we pay an 
annual bonus of 2 per cent. on the net 
annual purchases in addition to the in- 
terest. We try to eliminate all ac- 
counts which are not used for pur- 
chases. We consider the deposits in our 
bank really as prepayments on pur- 
chases."’ 

Mr. Straus gaid the deposit accounts 
amounted to about 12 per cent. of the 
purchases made in the store. He was 
o? the opinion that the abnormally large 
rate of interest offered by some bank- 
ers was a lure, and that legislation 
should be enacted limiting the rate of 
interest and the amount of deposits. 

Marvan H. Hauser of Zimmermann & 
Forshay, bankers and brokers, testi- 
fied that most of the depositors in the 
banking department of his firm were 
customers of the brokerage depart- 
ment. In case of need, he gald, al) the 
assets of the firm would be turned over 
to cover the depositors, and it always 
had enough to cover the total of de- 
posits. 

‘Private bankers should be classi- 
fied," he said, ‘and the committee 
should not put all bankers in the same 
class. The sMall east side bankers 
should be supervised for the proteonen 
of ignorant depositors. The intelligent 
Wall Street depositors, on the other 
hand, need no protection because they 
are able to think for themselves. A 
man who deposits $10,000 knows what 
is to be done with it, but the man who 
deposits $10 is attracted by abnormal 
interest. A department store ought not 
to be permitted to take deposits. Legis- 
lation governing the big private bankers 
would hamper their business.’’ 

In answer to questions from Senator 
Pollock, the witness admitted that no 
reputable bank could object to super- 
vision by the State, 

Lionello, Perera, a private banker of 
69 Wall Street, also urged that a dif- 
ference of classification should be ob- 
served in any legislation that might be 
enacted tending ito bring private banks 
under State regulation. 

Meyer Jarmulowsky, the east side 
banker, was opposed to State regulation 
of private bankers like himself, on the 
ground that they had started in busl- 
ness on the present basis and thus ac- 
quired vested rights which it would 
cause hardship to disturb,

wisdom of the banker?" asked Mr. 
Hays. 

The witness sdmitted that it did. 

“‘] think the manner of investment of 

the money of depositors could ana 
should be regulated by law,” he said. 
‘I would favor the partial and gradual 
elimination of real estate investments, 
and I think investments could be lim- 
ited to first mortgages on real estate 
as in State banks, after a while. i 
would also recommend a change in tne 
present methods of keeping bock values 
of securities.” 
_Paul E, Warburg of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co, testified that his firm did a gen- 
eral banking business, primarily for 
merchants, and that it had practically | 
no deposit accounts with the general 
public. It issued no passbooks, he said, 
and had checking accounts only for for- 
eign collections, It was not restricted 
by law. His suggestion was: 

“A difference should be made between 
general banking business and bankers 
who accept deposits and pay interests on 
small accounts, The size of deposits 
should not be made the determining 
factor as a basis of regulation, but the 
size of the balance on which the bank 
allows meres. . 

Samuel J. Bloomingdale of Bloomine- 
dale Brothers’ Department store, testi 
fied that the bank there was separate 
from the store, and had about 2,000 de- 
positors. He said he would tell the 
committee privately the amount of de- 
posits. He said the bank paid 4 per 
cent. interest in semi-annual payments; 
that it invested its deposits {n Yailroad 
short term notes, loans on railroad notes, 
bonds, and commercial paper; that it

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did not use the bank’s money in the 
store or for members of the firm. He 
said he would gladly welcome any reg- 
ulation, and believed all private bankers 
should be regulated in the same way 
whether they paid interest on sums ot 

2.000 or more, 

James R. Clarke of Clarke Brothers, 
154 Nassau Street, testified that his 
bank was without restriction by the 
State, filing only a $100,000 bond with 
the Controller. He admitted that the 
depositors had nothing to rely on except 
the honesty and ability of the banker, 
but was strenuously opposed to any 
regulation by the State. 

‘flbur C. Fisk of Harvey Fisk & 
Sons, 62 Cedar Street, was the last 
banker called. He said practically all 
his depositors were customers who dealt 
in securities through his firm, and that 
the bank received deposits only unwill- 
ingly. As remedies for such cases as 
the Siegel bank case, he suggested: 

“The banking business is not proper- 
ly a function of mercantile concern. 
While some such firms unquestionably 
would not violate banking principles, 
the temptation is always there to use 
the banking business to help the mer- 
cantile business.’’

SIEGEL DEPOSITORS 
AGREE ON DEMANDS 


They Will Accept Sixty Cents on 
the Dollar, with the Balance 
of Their Claims Secured. 


HOPE CREDITORS WILL UNITE 


Those Concerned In Reorganization 
Assert That Only In This Way Can 
the Best Terms Be Obtained. 


The Committee of Ten appointed by 
the depositors of the failed bank of 
Henry Siegel & Co. visited the office of 
their counsel, Coudert Brothers, yester- 
day afternoon, to instruct John P. Mur- 
ray of that firm as to their demands in 
connection with any reorganization of 
the Slegel properties. The knowledge 
that a tentative offer of a cash payment 
of 30 per cent. had been made to their 
attorney had aroused the hopes of the 
depositors. 

Mr. Murray was informed that they 
would consent to a payment in sixty 
days of 100 cents on the dollar.

The man who rode twenty miles 
through the night to Schell to give warn- 
ing of the breaking of. the dam, thereby 
saving many lives, is G. Hanline, a 
farmer who lives in the mountains above 
the dam. From Schell the warning was 
spread from town to town 
river by a signal brigade of telephon:

With a feeling 
that every effort should be made to 
terminate the expensive litigation, your 
company did make an effort to adjust 
its differences with the Government. It 
offered to make every concession it could 
in Justice to the stockholders and still 
maintain its self-respect. 

‘“‘ These advances having been declined, 
the company proposes to defend the in- 
terests of its shareholders with confi- 
dence and vigor. The company is guilty 
of no restraint of trade; it constitutes no 
monopoly ; competition is absolutely free 
and active; it has no agreements, con. | 
tracts, or obligations of any sort with| 
its competitors; it seeks unfair advan- 
tage in the way of trade; it is simply 
aiming to produce the finest quality of 
sugars, and to acquire the widest field of 
distribution; to educate the housekeeper 
and the manufacturer to the use of its 
brands, and to reach for and secure by 
legitimate means all the profitable busi- 
ness it can. Its campaign is one of edu- 
cation for the consumer. 

“The effort to secure from the Gov- 
ernment a recognition of these facts, 
and thereby ending a long and expensive 
lawsuit, having failed, the company now 
proposes to defend this suit with energy 
and confidence, and in this course it 
properly asks the co-operation and 
assistant of the nearly 20,000 share.

Used in Medicine. 


BRIGHT, BUT NOT STRONG 


Radium Institute to Test and Grace 
Product to be Revived at 
Early Meeting. 


A tube of radium from Mme. Curie’s 
laboratory, that dates back to the days 
beforé it was known that radium had a 
use in surgery, has been for more than 
a decade in the Columbia University 
Museum, and its presence there has not 
been generally known. It is the third 
such tube to be found here within the 
last two months, and, like the two pre- 
viously brought to the public attention, 
it has long lain in a scientific labora- 
tory. 

The tube has been only &@ museum 
curiosity. Each night it has glowed 
upon a museum shelf with a test tube 
filled with pitchblende on one side of it 
and on the other a tube of polonium, 
the product Mme. Curie discovered in 


her search for radium and named after 
Poland, where she was born. 

Prof. Charles F. Chandier, now pro- 
fessor emeritus, bought the tube of ra- 
dium from Mme. Curie at a time when 
he was buying samples of all of the 
rare earths and minerals for display in 
the Chandler Chemical Museum, which 
occupies a conspicuous place in Have- 
meyer Hall at Cotumbia University. 

After the radium arrived it was put

not known, because no one has regard- 
ed it as other than a museum speci- 
men or taken the trouble to test it for 
its radium contents. 

The tube of radium is 
a larger, Open-ended test tube, and cot- 
ton stoppers have been placed in both 
ends of the outer tube. Both inner and 
outer tube have taken on a pecullar 
purple discoloration that has grown 
more marked each Year, 

Neither Prof. Chandler, 
hia radium tube yesterday for the 
time in several months, nor Prof. Pea- 
fram, who is making experiments with 
radium, would venture a positive opin- 
jon as to what caused the peculiar ef- 
fect upon the two glass vessels contain- 
ing the radium.

In his answer Mr. Greenfield admits | 
that he uses morphine, and that he has} 
sought, by treatment in sanitariums and | 
elsewhere, to be cured of the habit. But | 


he denies the charge of cruel treatment. 


He says he met his wife in a theatre | 
in 1907, and became acquainted with 
her without the formality of an intro- 
duction, Shortly: after this bit of 
romance, he says, she visited him while 
he was in a sanitarium in Stamford. 
On Dec. 27, 1907, they were married. 

The marriage was kept secret. Mrs. 
Greenfield was introduced to her moth- 
er-in-law as ‘* Miss Ford." But very 
shortly Greenfield needed some money 
because, his wife, who was a trained 
nurse, “‘ had stopped working.”” Green- 
field says his wife is of a very violent 
temper and called him a “ drug fiend,’ 
and constantly annoyed him by de- 
mands for money, and that she “ con- 
stantly used him as a catspaw to ob- 
tain money from his mother.’’ 

The answer contains the statement 
that his marriage to her is void for the 
reason that about a year before his 
marriage to her she had been married 
to a man named Callender, that this 
former marriage was never annulled, 
and that no divorce had ever been ob- 
tained.
